Voluntary contributions of those bene- 
fitted Increased to such an extent that a 
sanitarium . was built at Woerisbofen 
capable of accommodating several thou- 
sand and -last year It is estimated that 
about 80.0CO patients were created by 
Father Kneipp and bis assistants.

Washington, June 17.—All of the time 


tbat the piesident could take from other 
natters yesterday he gave to tbe Cuban 
question. Speclbl Commissioner Calhoun 
went to the White Houn by appointment. 
He entered upon tbe narrative of his ob- 
servation and investigation. The presi- 
dent interrupted frequently -with ques- 
tions, showing'his desire to go Info de- 
tails. When night came the narrative 
was not finished. Mr. Calhoun was asked 
to remain over until tomorrow, that 'the 
conversation might be continued. 


Daring his stay in Cnba the special 


commissioner Informed himself as thor- 
oughly M possible. He studied the Cuban 
situation as a trained lawyer would a 
great case. He sow all he oonld-and heard 
all he could. His Interview! Included 
talks with all elements—officials of the 
Spanish government, sympathizers with 
tbe insurgents,, representatives of tbe 
commercial interests and leaders of tbe 
autonomy, conservative and reform politi- 
cal parties. The questions which Mr. 
Calbonn asked in his search for facts and 
opinions were put to him today, and be 
was able to repeat the conversations and 
declarations ag be bad received them, In 
bla replies to tbe president. Be wa* able 
to tell that nearly all of these representa- 
tive men felt that there waa no way ont 
eicept by some action on tbe part of the 
United States. They had agreed in tbe 
statement that Cnba was a desert. Tbe 
autonomists and reformers wanted the 
United States to give its moral support 
to the enforcement of the reforms In local 
government. Tbe annexationlsta wanted 
Intervention and the transfer of tbe Island 
to the United States. 


Mr. Calboun repeaced these expreulon* 


to show that there I* a widespread feeling 
of hopelessness of a speedy termination of 
the war unless this. government In some 
way hastens a settlement. 


The president wanted to know the truth 


about pacification. 
Mr. Oalhonn 
was 


able to tell him, from what he had seen, 
that there Is no pacification. 


But the feature of the conversation was 


that relating to the effect* of too concen- 
tration policy. Mr. Calbonn wai pre- 
pared to describe the camps of paalfloos 
from Havana to Matanxas as beJud seen 
them.

the senate yesterday:,- The United States 
of America and the Bepubllo of Hawaii 
view the natural dependence of tbe -Ha- 
waiian Islands upon the United States, 
their geographical proximity thereto, pre- 
ponderant share acquired fay the United 
States and Its citizens In th« industries 
and trade of said Islands and tbe expressed 
desire of the government of the republic 
of Hawaii that those. Islands should be In- 
corporated Into the United .States as In- 
tegral part thereof and under its sover- 
eignty, nave determined to aooompllih by 
treaty the object so important to tbelr 
mutual and permanent welfare. To this 
high end tbe contracting parties have con- 
ferred fall power and authority upon 
their respectively appointed,plenipoten- 
tiaries to-wlt: Tbe President of the 
United States; John Sherbrtn, secretary 
of state of the United States; The Presi- 
dent of Hawaii; Francis March Hatch, 
Lorrin A. Thnrston, William A. Klnney, 
of Hawaii. 


Article 1. The Bepubllo of Hawaii 


hereby cedes absolutely' without reserve 
to the United.States of America all rights 
of sovereignty of whatsoever kind in and 
over the Hawaiian Islands and their de- 
pendencies; and it is agreed that all the 
territory of and appertaining to the Be- 
public of Hawaii Is hereby annexed to tbe 
United States under ^ the name of the 
Territory of Hawaii 


Article 8. The Republic of Hawaii alsd 


cedes and hereby transfers to the United 
States absolute fee and ownership in all 
public, government or crown lands, pub- 
ilo building* or edlnoes,ports, harbor*, 
military equipments, and all ether public 
property of every kind and description be- 
longing to the government of tbe Ha- 
waiian Island*, together with every right 
and appurtenance thereunto appertaining.

SERAGLIOS. 


Contain Some 4,OOO Person 
The Household Order. 


In tine of the sultan's predecessor 


the seraglios' buildings stretched along1 


Lhe banks of the Bosphdrus for a mile 
and a half and' contained some 4,000 
persons, the household order and ar- 
rangement being much as they are at 
present. The sultan^ mother, when 
tie has a mother, receives a serrlk 
obedience from all its inmates; then 
comes tbe hasnadar ousta, or mistress 
of the treasury, generally a shrewd old 
woman, promoted from the ranks of the 
servants for her talent for housekeep- 
ing and gossip. Jf the sultam vahde 
dies, the hasnadar succeeds her. Un 
der Abdul Medjid tbe seraglio was long 
ruled by a washerwoman, whose chiei 
adviser was a baltadie, or hewer 
wood, who could aot read, but had the 
power of dismissing viziers The sul- 
tan's four kadmes come next, who 
rank as spouses till he divorces them 
and marries them to some of the pashas. 
Then there are five or six ikbals, or 
favorites; then the guieuzedes (from 
guieaz, eye—girls who have attracted 
the master's glance). Every woman 
who marries from the seraglio takes 
with her, besides a large portion in 
cash, her clothing, jewels, furniture, 
carriages and servants. After them 
come the kadines-effiendis, the mothera 
of the sultan's children; then the i 
married princesses of the royal blood, 
then the fosteismothers and foster- 
sister* of the sultana or princes or 
princesses. Among the attendants are 
chamberlains, 
secretaries, 
guards 


eunuchs, scullions, cooks, pages, mu- 
sicians, dancing girls, dwarfs, buffoons, 
priests, astrologers, barbers and sham- 
pooers, tasters of the sultan's food, 
athletes, cock-fighters, " ratn-flghters; 
jugglers and grooms to look after Hie 
100 horse* contained in the imperial sta- 
bles. Tales of victory from the Thessa- 
lian mountain passes now thrill this 
extensive household, making ft buzz 
and hum like a swarm of Paphlagonlan 
bees; its note of exultation is likely to

"And yet, reprehensible a« ia the prac- 


tice of carrying a cane or umbrella 
through the streets in any. other than 
a vertical position^ there are in this as 
in other crimes degrees of • reprehensl 
bility. Tbe -least dangerous of the 
wrong ways of carrying a..cane is over 
the shoulder, with the point up, at the 
angle of 45 degrees. The man carrying 
a cane in that manner turning sudden- 
ly in a crowd is not .likely to do much 
damage beyond knocking oft a few 
hats. 


"A more objectionable way of carry- 


ing a cane is horizontally tinder the 
'arm, with the ends sticking out front 
and back. It ia possible for a man car- 
rying a cane in this manner to jab two 
people at once, rouse * a considerable 
amount of ill feeling and perhaps .hurt 
somebody. 


"The man who carries through the 


streets a cane or .an umbrella run- 
through the straps of a valise with the, 
ends sticking out Is a dangerous being, 
for people cannot see this umbrella till 
they are very near to it. They might 
not know of its 'presence' at all unless 
they should run over it or the carrier 
should turn when they wer« close upon 
him.
